tion is very exa cting in its require­ 
ments, a nd those ta king this list w ill 
need the prompt a nd cheerful a ssist­ 
a nce of a ll ujKin whom they ca ll. 
The 
follow ingquota tion rfom the la w w ill 
indica te to a ll the chief requirements 
of this w ork : 
“ The enumera tors 
sha ll list 
the 
na mes of pa rents, gua rdia ns, hea ds of 
fa m ilies, orJi>ersons ha ving cha rge of 
children, ma le or fem a le, a mi sha ll 
list the fnll nna mes a nd give the a ge, 
a nd sex of |ea ch child enumera ted. 
He sha ll secure thejsigna ture of either 
juirent, gua rdia n, hea d of fa m ily or 
person ha ving cha rge of such child or 
children, certifying to the correctness 
of the sa me, or if this is impossible, 
sha ll secure the signa ture of some re­ 
sponsible ^person who ca n certify to 
the correctness of the list. 
“ He sha ll include in such list a ll 
unma rried persons between 
a nd 21 
yea rs of a ge who a re dependent upon 
them selves a nd not under the cha rge 
of pa rents, gua rdia ns or hea ds of fa m ­ 
ilies.

persons betw’een 6 a nd 21 who a re 
working in the city a s serva nts, book­ 
keepers, clerk employes, if this be 
there home. 
The la w 
further 
pro­ 
vides “ tha t in ca se a ny p s r n t, gua rd­ 
ia n or hea d of fa m ily or person ha ving 
cha rge of a ny child entitled to school 
privi’eges, sha ’l refuse to report to the 
enumera tor a ny fa cts required, neces 
sa ry to a fu ll a mi a ccura te enumera ­ 
tion, he sha ll be deemed guilty of a 
misdemea nor 
a mi 
upon 
conviction 
sha ll be fined not less tha n $ 1 nor 
more tha t $ 10.’’C itizens when report 
iug the list of peis ms in heir homes 
to the enumera tor frequently om it to 
give the na mes ot young people who 
a re w orking or a rt' a wa y from home a t 
school or visiting. 
Every om ission of 
thisk ind costs the city money. 
All our eitia eus ca n rea dily see the 
grea t importa nce of this work being 
a ccura tely a nd honestly done, a mi 1

ind expresses fully the g ladness wit! 
which our people g reet the coming oi 
spring and the return of the song 
birds. 
•‘God sent his sing ers opon earth 
With song of sadneess and of mirth, 
That they mig ht touch the hearts o’ 
men 
And bring them back to heav en ag ain. ” 


Tire poet, when he uttered tiie abov e, 
may not hav e had the birds in mind, 
but the thoug ht is certainly as ap 
plicable to them and is no unreason 
able expression of their sublime mis 
sion. 
Birds are the only'animals, be­ 
sides mau. that hav e the g ift of song : 
and, while we appreciate their beantv , 
delig ht in their habits, and admin 
their g racefulness of manners, we lov t 
them for their 
music. 
As natun 
reaches her perfection of beauty in the 
flower so she expresses her hig hest 
music in the bird. 
He who is not 
mov ed by the sweet, tender melodic* 
of these woodland song sters has ig 
nored the richest part of his inlier 
itance. 
The ability to appreciate is a 
question of application, a question oi 
attitude. 
Nature shows no partiality. 
Her birds sing as sweetly for the 
peasant as for |the prince. ‘‘He who 
hath ears to hear let him hear,” i* 
her constant admonition. 
Ev erything just 
now is bursting 
forth into life as if by mag ic. Now 
all is g low where but yesterday was 
g loom: a warm inv ig orating atiuos 
phere 
has displaced 
the 
cold and 
cheerless. ’In short it is spring . Much 
as this means it means most of all the 
return of birds and bird song . To what 
extent we are indebted to our feather 
ed frionds for that opulence of cheer 
which this season always holds, we d< 
not fully appreciate—much less do we 
appreciate the larg er possibilities of 
enjoyment 
which a study of them 
affords. 
Already many of onr fav orite birds 
are returned and those residents that 
hav e been silent throug hout the win­ 
ter hav e resumed their song s. The first 
g lad note came from the Song -sparrow 
early in February. This was followed 
soon by that of the Cardinal, thoug h 
his v oice had not, then, that sweetness 
that characterizes his present song . 
The Robin was next heard and ev ery 
day he has been g rowing more and 
more in ev idence. Just now is the hig h 
tide of the Robin season. 
His song is 
heard abov e all others. 
Perclied hig li 
up in a tree he makes the early dawn 
and ev ening twilig ht fairly ring with 
his 
familiar 
“ cheer-up, 
cheer up. 
cheer-up,” and that wonid be a poor 
soul, indeed, that is not made happier 
by his song . 
Boon the Baltimore Oriole will ar­ 
riv e and hav e HIS inning . The Cat­ 
bird, Brown-thrasher. Yellow throat, 
and Goldfinch, will help to swell the 
chorus, and the woods and fields will 
ov erflow with mnsic.
